2. Our review of the material submitted in this case 
indicates insufficient evidence to eagpect ai^ outside ag<aicy 
to support our claim against Major I I . It is doubtful 

whether the Department of Defense would enforce payment merely 
Gn_our stat®Mint, rather, it would, undoubtedly, obtain Major 
I 1 *8 axiBver to our charges, and probably then ask our 

explanation of the points which he would raise. The agency 
would then be in a position with having to explain to another 
department an unfavorable story of our operation of a 
project.

3. The file submitted Indicates car elessnes s, and 
peitiaps incon^etence, on the part of Major I I in the 
performance of his duties, but it further indicates laxness 
on the part of his superiors in not re<piring him to maintain 
adequate records.

the physical safekeeping and proper disbursement and 
accounting for funds at a Field Station on the Chief of

it is recommended that this ease be referred to the ChTfice of 
the Auditor-ia-GhLef for a thorough audit. The Security Office 
win be pleased to airartge a personal contact with Subject to 
discuss this isatter wl'Ui him if the findings of the Auditor- 
in>Chief *s Office warrant such action.
